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REPORT OF BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 



Hon. James P. Goodrich: 

The twenty-ninth annual report of the Northern Hospital 
for Insane we submit for your consideration. 

On January 1, 1917, the four-year term of Mr. P. L. 
Cassady, of Fort Wayne, expired, and he was succeeded, 
through appointment by Governor Ralston, by Mr. John 
Napier Dyer, of Vincennes. Following the appointment and 
Mr. Dyer's qualification the reorganization resulted in the 
election of Mr. M. Epstein, president; Mr. J.. L. Dunning, 
vice-president; Mr. H. B. Wilson, treasurer; and Mr. John 
Napier Dyer, secretary. The above organization has con- 
tinued throughout the year. The trustees have, with few 
exceptions, regularly attended the monthly board meetings, 
and on these occasions have visited the wards and all other 
departments of the institution. The purchase of supplies has 
been done in strict accordance with the law. Contracts were 
let to the lowest and best bidder, these qualifications being 
determined by submission of prices and samples in response to 
invitations to bid on standard specifications prepared by your 
standardization committee. Competition has been almost nil 
and prices abnormally high, and, notwithstanding the prac- 
tice of all economies consistent with the comfort and well- 
being of our patients, a deficit amounting to $25,527.73 was 
present at the end of the year. This deficit, through a wise 
provision of the Legislature, was met from your contingent 
fund. We hesitate to forecast our condition at the expira- 
tion of the current year, due to conditions entirely beyond 
the control of this board ; caused by the exigencies of the war 
and abnormal industrial activities. 

The only specific appropriation available during this year 
was $5,000 for new laundry and equipment. Unfortunately 
this amount was inadequate to provide equipment necessary 
before the building can be occupied. 

There has been considerable criticism of this operation 
from your Legislative Visitation Committee and others. The

tal for the Insane for the fiscal year 1916-17.

The enrollment on October 1, 1916, was 1,141, an increase 
of 42 over the preceding year.' The number of admissions 
was the same as in the previous year, while the total dis- 
charges were 23 in excess of the previous year. There was 
a total of 31 elopements during the year. But one of these 
elopements occurred in the department for women, and this 
patient was away about 24 hours. Of the 30 elopements in 
the department for men 20 have been returned to the insti : 
tution ; 8 found their way to their homes, and, at the request 
of relatives, have been furloughed; 2 have not been heard 
from, but these two cases were convalescent and were tran- 
sient and have been able to conceal their identity. There 
were no suicides or other serious accidents. There was a total 
of 121 deaths, or 25 less than the previous year. Thirty- 
three of these deaths were due directly and indirectly to gen- 
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eral paresis. Fifteen paretics died from cerebral hemor- 
rhage, nineteen were due to tuberculosis in its various forms ; 
pneumonia was the cause of eight deaths and twelve were 
due to disease of the circulatory system, seven to terminal 
exhaustion, nine to manic exhaustion, four to enterocolitis, 
one to la grippe, two to nephritis and seven to status epilepti- 
cus. 

The following medical tables give classified information 
concerning the patients admitted, discharged and died. It 
might be well to note that three cases which had been diag- 
nosed dementia pnecox, one of the hebephrenic and two of 
the catatonic type, were discharged as recovered, after a pe- 
riod of a year on furlough, during which time there had been 
no recurrence. In one of these cases the diagnosis may be 
questioned and in the other two a recurrence may be expected 
at a later date. 

On May 1, 1917, Dr. Earl Palmer, first assistant physi- 
cian, withdrew temporarily from the serviee to accept a posi- 
tion in the Michigan State Psychopathic Hospital at Ann 
Arbor, under the direction of Dr. Albert Barrett. Negotia- 
tions for this arrangement were conducted by Dr. Barrett 
through the Superintendent, and Dr. Palmer accepted the 
offer at the request of the Board of Trustees and the Superin- 
tendent with the understanding that he is to return to the 
service of the institution at the end of one year. By consent 
of the Board Dr. Palmer is being reimbursed monthly the 
amount of the difference between his salary and living 
expenses in his present position and his salary and living 
expenses while in the service of the institution. The year's 
post graduate study will enable Dr. Palmer, upon his return, 
to inject new life and new ideas into the scientific work of 
the hospital, and the good derived upon his return, we feel, 
will more than compensate for the lack of his services dur- 
ing the year he is studying. The vacancy created by Dr. 
Palmer's withdrawal was filled on August 7, 1917, by the 
employment of Dr. Pearl Holt. Otherwise there has been no 
change in the personnel of the medical and office force. 

Employes. — There are, normally, on the wards and in out- 
side departments approximately 200 positions; these are 
about evenly divided between the wards and outside depart- 
ments. During the fiscal year there were in all departments 
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244 withdrawals from the service and 267 entered the service. 
By far the larger number of these changes were among the 
attendants, there being of this class 175 withdrawals, and 
the percentage of changes among attendants was 198 for the 
year. It will therefore be seen that the personnel of the 
wards lacked only a fraction of changing twice during the 
year. Twelve of our young men were drafted into the 
national army, but the greater majority of the withdrawals 
were due to dissatisfaction with the wage; and it is evident 
that ward organizations cannot be stabilized until wages are 
paid which will in a measure approximate the earning capa- 
city of the individual in other employment. The wages of 
employes in this institution have remained practically station- 
ary for the past thirty years ; in the meantime living expenses 
have increased 50 per cent. It may be argued that the insti- 
tution bears a part of this expense, and it is true in the mat- 
ter of subsistence, but all commodities, including wearing 
apparel, have also increased in price with no corresponding 
increase in salary. We approach the coming spring with 
the assurance that unless there is a substantial increase in the 
pay of attendants we will be unable to maintain ward organi- 
zations which will be in any degree efficient. 

Finances. — The price paid during this fiscal year for 
thirty-eight staple articles of subsistence was an increase 
of 48 per cent, over the price paid for the same articles dur- 
ing 1915-16. The article, amount purchased, total cost, unit 
cost and per capita cost are set forth on a comparative table 
incorporated herein. There was an increase of $14,923.44 
in the total amount required for subsistence and a decrease 
of $1,634.04 in the amount paid for salaries and wages. These 
conditions were responsible for a deficit of $25,527.73 at the 
end of the year, which deficit was met from the Governor's 
emergency fund which had been provided by an act of the 
last Legislature. 

New Laundry and Equipment. — The request for a new 
laundry and equipment was first made in 1910; it was re- 
peated in 1912 and 1914. The annual report for 1914 con- 
tained the following clause : "New Laundry and Equipment — 
The present laundry is small, poorly arranged and the princi- 
pal equipment is worn out. A new laundry and equipment is 
almost indispensable. We therefore recommend that an ap- 
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propriation of $28,000 be made for a new laundry and equip- . 
ment, and that the old laundry building be converted into a 
machine shop and industrial hall. In case the appropria- 
tion for a new laundry and equipment cannot be secured, it 
will be necessary to re-equip the old laundry, and for this 
purpose $5,000 will be required." 

The estimate of cost of a new laundry and equipment 
was the result of a prolonged investigation. The estimate 
for the building was furnished by Mr. Herbert Foltz, archi- 
tect, of Indianapolis, Indiana ; the estimate of cost of machin- 
ery was furnished by the American and Troy Laundry 
Machinery companies. The legislative committee of 1915 
recommended an appropriation of $15,000 for a new laundry 
and equipment. Immediately the appropriation became avail- 
able $3,575 was expended for new machinery to replace worn- 
out machines in the old building. This left. a balance of 
$11,425 for new construction and additional equipment. Mr. 
Herbert Foltz was engaged to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions for the new building. These were completed In due 
course and were approved by the Board of Trustees and Mr. 
A. W. Butler, Secretary Board of State -Charities. After 
, the appropriation was made Mr. Foltz' estimate of the cost 
of the building was $9,925, which sum was a little less than 
the amount remaining in the appropriation after the machin- 
ery had been purchased. In order to utilize patient labor 
it was decided that a general contract would not be let, but 
that the material would be purchased and such skilled labor 
as was required would be engaged by the day. About the 
time construction was begun prices on all building material 
began to soar and it was not possible to complete the building 
with the money available. All these facts were fully set 
forth in the legislative report of this institution of 1916, and 
at the time of the visit of the legislative committee a full and 
complete verbal explanation of the situation was tendered and 
a request for an additional appropriation of $10,000 was 
made. This amount would have completed the building and 
enabled us to buy a sufficient amount of additional equip- 
ment to occupy it. The committee's recommendation to the 
legislature was that $5,000 be appropriated; and with the 
$5,000, which was appropriated, the building was completed, 
the tunnel for pipes was made, the drain sewers were laid, 
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the radiation purchased and the painting completed. This 
work has exhausted the additional appropriation of $5,000, 
leaving the building unoccupied because of lack of funds with 
which to purchase additional necessary equipment. Before the 
building can be occupied the following equipment must be 
provided. One three-loop conveyor dry room with motor, 24 
ironing boards with suspension arms complete, one three- 
horse power direct current motor, and one pipe frame for 
washers and extractors. A recent estimate on the cost of 
these items, secured from the Troy Laundry Machinery Co., 
was $4,693. 

It has been stated by members of the Legislative Visita- 
tion Committee that our building is larger than necessary 
and that it should have been completed within the original 
appropriation or the appropriation should have been allowed 
to revert. At the time the construction was begun it was 
believed — and this belief was based on the estimate of the 
architect — that the building could be completed within the 
appropriation, but unforeseen market conditions made this 
impossible, and, after material had been contracted for and 
work commenced^ the appropriation could not be allowed to 
revert. Our belief that the building could be completed within 
the appropriation, after deducting the amount which was 
spent for equipment, was based on an estimate submitted by 
Mr. Herbert Foltz, an architect of ability and experience, but 
Mr. Foltz could not foresee the rapid advance in the price of 
- construction materials which immediately ensued. 

To refute the contention that our building is larger than 
necessary I quote from an article in the Modern Hospital for 
August, 1915, by Dr. Arthur H. Harrington, Superintendent 
of the State Hospital for Insane at Howard, E. I., as follows : 
"I believe that when a superintendent of a large 
hospital for the insane starts out to build, equip and 
organize a laundry in his institution, at the first turn 
he will usually find that the architect has no concep- 
tion of the space which.should be alloted to the laundry ; 
secondly, if he employs an engineer to specify machin- 
ery and submit drawings for its arrangement, that the 
engineer may produce what is probably a very good 
plan for a commercial laundry, but quite the reverse 
for a laundry for a state hospital. 
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The organization of the laundry for such a hospital 
must take into account the fact that a great deal of the 
work is to be done by patients. Consequently, the 
relation of the patients to this work must be the deter- 
mining factor in its planning and equipment. As com- 
pared with a commercial laundry, five patients will 
about equal one employe. On this account the laundry 
building of such a hospital must have ample space. 
Again, the hours of work for patients should be com- 
paratively short, as compared with the hours of work 
of employes in a commercial laundry, so that the 
amount of machinery necessary to do the same amount 
of work as in a commercial laundry must be nearly 
doubled for a hospital for the insane. Ample units 
of machinery to allow a comparatively large amount 
of patients to work, and also to shorten up the laun- 
dry working day, must be taken into account. 

I believe that the best type of hospital laundry 
building is that which is of one story and practically 
upon the ground level. The building should have a 
basement, as this gives a much better and safer oppor- 
tunity for steam and water supply and returns, and 
for conveying electric current, than carrying these 
overhead. A laundry of one floor does not require 
any elevator service. This affords another element of 
safety. 

I believe that such building for a hospital of 1,500 
patients should contain not less than 15,000 square 
feet of floor surface. An outside dimension of 200 
feet by 80 feet gives a very good proportion. The 
roof should have a monitor running lengthwise of tfte 
building nearly the entire length. The monitor should 
have windows upon the sides which will insure both 
light and ventilation. Skylights should not be used; 
they let the light fall disagreeably upon the floor, per- 
haps where persons are obliged to stand in their work, 
and at times the heat from skylights is oppressive. 

It is well to separate in a building of this size the 
wet room from the mangling, ironing and sorting room 
by a brick or cement partition with generous sized 
sliding doors opening between the two rooms. All 
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other partitions should be left out. It is much better 
in the instance of a hospital for the insane to do with- 
out the partitioning off of spaces except for toilets, 
laundry stores and dressing rooms." 
To your honorable board I wish to extend my appreciation 
for your sympathetic co-operation and your valuable assist- 
ance and advice in' many trying situations. Our gratitude 
is also extended to those employes who have remained loyal 
and have efficiently and conscientiously performed their 
duties.

No. 25. Case No. 6365. Male, age 58; married; painter 
by occupation; general paresis, duration 3 years. Heredity 
. unknown. 

When admitted patient was irritable, antagonistic, delu- 
sional, resistive and excited. His physical condition .was 
good. After one week of restraint and custodial treatment, 
patient became unconscious and died suddenly. 

Anatomical Diagnosis. 

Autopsy No. 25. Cause of death, cerebral hemorrhage. 

Acute conditions: Brain, blood vessels highly congested, 
a clot was found near the base of the brain, near the tentorium 
cerebri, excess of cerebro spinal fluid ; thorax, fifth and sixth 
ribs fractured near the common cartilage, over which a 
smooth, fibrous growth had formed, parietal pleura ruptured 
opposite the fracture, left lung collapsed; abdomen, liver 
enlarged. 

Chronic condition : Two fractures of old standing on the 
anterior position of the right side of the thorax, old tubercu- 
lar nodules throughout the lung and anthracosis of both lungs. 

No. 26. Case No. 4665. Female, age 28 ; married ; house- 
wife by occupation ; manic depressive insanity of seven years' 
duration following labor four weeks previous. 

Patient was suffering from puerperal mania on admis- 
sion; was violent, incoherent, destructive and filthy. Her 
physical condition soon began to improve but her mental con- 
dition became chronic. After a severe hemorrhage from the 
mouth and the vomiting of a great amount of "coffee-ground" 
blood clots, the patient died a few hours later. 

Anatomical Diagnosis. 

Autopsy No. 26. Cause of death, hemorrhage of the 
cesophagus (from laceration of the oesophageal artery) . 

Acute condition : Stomach dilated and filled with blood 
clots. After dissecting the cesophagus, a restraint strap 
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buckle was found lodged within, which had eroded and lacer- 
ated the (Esophageal artery, causing a fatal termination. 

No. 27. Case 2080. Female, age 60; single; housekeeper 
by occupation; chronic mania, duration 19 years. Heredity 
unknown. 

Patient's physical health good when admitted, was delu- 
sional, dull and hypochrondiacal. A short time after admis- 
sion the patient developed a hard, irregular fixed mass in the 
left breast, the size of a small orange. A piece of this tissue 
was excised and pathological report showed scirrhus carci- 
noma. This mass was removed and the patient improved 
for a short time, but began to decline again from secondary 
involvement. 

Anatomical Diagnosis. 

Autopsy No. 27. Cause of death, carcinoma. 

Acute condition: Lymphatic glands enlarged and hard 
throughout the chest. Pathological examination; Scirrhus 
carcinoma of the breast and lymphatic glands. 
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REPORT OP LABORATORY. 



A complete examination of the urine of every patient is 
made on admission to this hospital as a routine, and this is 
repeated whenever the physical conditions indicate. 

Blood counts and examination of the blood, sputum, 
stomach contents and other excretory and secretory fluids, 
as well as pathological tissues, are examined whenever it is 
deemed necessary by the visiting physician, but not as a rou- 
tine. 

A Widal examination of the blood is made in doubtful and 
suspicious cases. A Wasserman reaction of the blood is made 
of each patient admitted when the physical conditions will 
warrant, and this is repeated as many times as necessary. In 
suspicious spinal affections the spinal fluid routine examina- 
tion is as follows: Wasserman; Noguchi-butyric acid test; 
Ross-Jones' cell count, and Langes chloride of gold test are 
used. In cases of nonluetic cerebro spinal affections micro- 
scopic examinations are made.
